DAVID CARROLL, AIA 


David Carroll's journey as a Citizen 
Architect began simply. “I just started 
volunteering,” Carroll said. One of 
his first volunteer projects was to 
help design, build, and crowdsource 
funding for a micro-chapel for 
Mobile Loaves & Fishes, an Austin, 
Texas-based nonprofit organization 
that serves homeless individuals. A 
book written by the organization’s founder now features a photo 
of the building. Today, Carroll leads AIA Austin’s advocacy efforts, 
sits on two Austin City Council-appointed committees, and works 
with a local neighborhood revitalization corporation to address the 
city’s growing affordable housing needs. As part of his volunteer 
efforts, Carroll is helping Austin policymakers reform the city’s Land 
Development Code and its Urban Design Guidelines. While reform 
can take time, Carroll said he has learned that city officials genuinely 
want architects as partners and their expertise at the policymaking 
table.
